Father  John  M.  Lefko,  C.PP.S.,  Director  of 
Development  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  has  been 
named  President  of  the  Calumet  Campus  in  East 
Chicago,  Ind.,  it  was  announced  June  10  during 
the  annual  Fellows  Dinner  in  Halleck  Center. 

Father  Lefko,  who  joined  Saint  Joseph’s 
administration  in  1953,  replaces  Father  Henry 

Martin,  C.PP.S.,  who 
has  been  Acting  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Calumet 
Campus.  Father  Lefko ’s 
successor  in  the  Devel¬ 
opment  Office  has  not 
yet  been  named. 

Father  Lefko  is  a  54- 
year-old  native  of  New 
York  City,  where  he  was 
educated  at  Cathedral 
High  School  from  Sept., 
1925,  until  Feb.,  1927, 
when  he  first  came  to 
what  was  then  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  Academy,  which 
offered  high-school  level 
education  at  Collegeville  until  its  discontinuation 
in  1948. 

After  graduation  from  the  Academv  in  June 
of  1929,  Father  Lefko  entered  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  in  Sept,  of  that  year,  then  moved  on  to  St. 
Charles  Seminary  at  Carthagena,  O.,  from  1932- 
38.  He  entered  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood 
on  Dec.  8,  1931  and  was  ordained  May  1,  1938. 

Father’s  first  assignment  came  as  an  assistant 
at  St.  John  s  Parish  in  Whiting,  Ind.,  from  June 
1,  1938  until  1945,  when  he  became  pastor  of 
St.  John’s,  a  position  he  held  until  August  of 
19.53.  While  at  St.  Johns,  Father  Lefko  was  the 
moving  force  behind  the  construction  of  a  much- 
needed  elementary  school,  construction  of  a 
Sisters  Convent,  and  organizaion  of  St.  John’s 
first  Parent-Teacher  Association. 

Father  assumed  the  directorship  of  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Foundation  in  August  of  19.53.

At  the  commencement  exercise  on  June  4, 
1967,  Thomas  W.  DeMint,  class  of  1959,  received 
the  ninth  conferral  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Alumni  Merit  Award  for  his  outstanding  per¬ 
formance  in  his  chosen  field  of  communicative 
arts.  Having  received  the  Alumni  Service  Award 
in  1964  for  his  dedicated  service  to  the  college, 
Mr.  DeMint  is  the  only  alumnus  to  hold  both  of 
these  distinguished  alumni  awards. 

DeMint,  the  son  of  a  career  man  in  the  United 
States  Army,  graduated  from  Gonzaga  High 
School  in  Washington  D.C.  in  1955  before  enter¬ 
ing  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  Graduating  with  a 
B.A.  in  English,  Mr.  DeMint  produced  drawings, 
cartoons  and  writings  in  all  three  of  the  student 
publications  and  was  named  to  Who’s  Who  in 
American  Colleges  and  Universities  during  his

four  years  at  Saint  Joseh’s  College.  Upon  grad¬ 
uation,  he  began  his  career  with  the  J.  Walter 
Thompson  advertising  agency,  now  holding  the 
position  of  Creative  Group  Head.  He  has  dis¬ 
tinguished  himself  in  the  advertising  field,  re¬ 
ceiving  the  Cleo  Award  for  outstanding  adver¬ 
tising  at  the  American  T.V.  Commercial  Festival 
in  New  York  during  1964.  He  has  also  received 
awards  for  his  outstanding  accomplishments  in 
the  field  of  creative  advertising  from  the  Hollv- 
wood  Art  Director’s  Association  and  the  Chicago 
Advertising  Club. 

DeMint  began  giving  his  time  and  talented 
services  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College  in  1963  when 
he  and  Jerry  Gladu,  Director  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  began  work  on  a  direct  mailing 
campaign  to  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college. 
His  creative  talent  produced  seven  excellent 
fund  campaign  pieces  during  1963  and  1964 
promoting  Saint  Joseph  s  College.  In  the  words 
of  Mr.  Gladu,  “The  direct  mailing  campaign 
pieces  that  Tom  produced  were  not  only  res¬ 
ponsible  for  excellent  gains  in  the  participation 
of  alumni  in  the  annual  fund  drive,  but  also  in¬ 
creased  the  dollars  given  by  a  substantial  amount 
o\'er  all  previous  campaigns.

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Academic  En¬ 
couragement  Committee  composed  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni 
Association  the  first  annual  “Man  of  the  Year 
Award”  to  an  outstanding  senior  was  instituted 
and  presented  to  Marvin  Gudorf  at  commence¬ 
ment  exercises,  Sunday,  June  4.

can  Colleges  and  Universities  and  have  maintain¬ 
ed  a  3.00  or  above  cumulative  index.  From  this 
stage,  a  three-man  team  interviewed  and  judged 
all  five  candidates  on  their  participation  in  all 
types  of  activities  and  their  attitudes  concerning 
their  education  at  Saint  Joseph’s  and  for  the 
future. 

Gudorf  s  excellence  and  fine  endeavor  was 
especially  lauded  by  the  interviewing  team  be¬ 
cause  all  of  his  achievements  have  come  through 
the  pressure  of  working  a  40-hour  week  to  sup¬ 
port  his  wife  Mary  and  his  two  daughters,  Deb¬ 
orah  and  Phyliss,  who  are  OK  and  2  years  old 
respectively.  Although  marriage  is  usually  con- 
sideied  a  hindeiance  in  the  pursuit  of  academic 
excellence,  Gudorf  brought  out  that  his  situation 
has  been  more  of  an  inspiration.  “When  I  come 
home  every  night  and  see  them,  I  know  ^vhat 
I’m  working  for.” 

Next  fall  Gudorf  will  further  his  academic 
career  as  will  the  rest  of  the  candidates.  He  has 
accepted  an  Atomic  Energy  Commission  Fellow¬ 
ship  to  study  nuclear  engineering  at  Purdue 
University.  The  grant  covers  a  period  from  two 
to  five  years.  Staudt,  a  mathematics-philosophv 
major  from  Niles,  Illinois,  has  been  selected  for 
a  Weymouth  Kirkland  Foundation  Grant  which 
he  has  accepted  for  study  at  the  Universitv  of 
Chicago  where  he  will  be  working  for  his  law 
degree.  Touhy,  a  finance  major  from  Chicago, 
Ill.,  has  received  an  assistantship  for  his  graduate 
work  at  Indiana  University. 

Jim  Edmiston,  a  history  major  from  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  has  accepted  an  assistantship  in  the  gradu¬ 
ate  school  of  history  at  Western  Michigan  Uni¬ 
versity.  Jim  Egan,  an  English  major  from  Lor¬ 
ain,  Ohio,  will  attend  Notre  Dame  Univ'ersiW  on 
an  assistantship  to  pursue  his  field.

'The  World's  Greatest  Window  Washer  ’ 


“My  most  rewarding  experience  as  the  town 
window  washer  is  adding  up  the  money  at  the 
end  of  the  day,”  states  Skip  Hanchar  with  his 
familiar  and  happy  smile.  “Actually,  in  all  seri¬ 
ousness  I  have  experienced  a  sense  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  knowing  that  I  started  something  from 
nothing  and  made  it  successful.” 

Hanchar,  a  June  graduate  from  Fort  Wayne, 
Ind.,  is  an  enterprising  young  man  with  a  nose 
for  the  business  world.  Since  his  freshman  year 
he  has  expanded  his  window  jobs  in  Rensselaer 
from  one  to  23,  and  it  was  his  own  ingenuity 
and  salesmanship  which  made  this  possible. 

Having  spent  his  high  school  days  helping 
his  father  in  his  commercial  janitorial  service, 
the  experience  and  equipment  were  no  problem, 
and  his  only  investment  was  a  29-cent  bottle  of 
ammonia  each  week. 

Hanchar  spends  one  day  a  week,  usually  Fri¬ 
day  afternoon,  washing  the  various  merchants’ 
windows.  He  estimates  that  it  takes  just  ten  to 
fifteen  minutes  to  do  a  store,  inside  and  out  and 
attributes  his  speed  to  a  special  way  of  squeezing 
the  window— a  techniCj[ue  which  he  calls  the 
“butterfly  method.” 

“At  my  prices,”  Hanchar  calculates,  “I  figure 
I  average  anywhere  from  six  to  eight  dollars  an 
hour.”  This  has  paid  entirely  for  all  of  his  enter¬ 
tainment  and  accessory  fees  for  the  past  four 
years,  including  the  purchase  and  maintenance 
of  a  car. 

Besides  the  monetary  value  of  the  job,  there 
are  other  rewards.  Skip  has  acquired  new  friends 
with  many  of  Rensselaer’s  most  prominent  busi¬ 
nessmen.  “The  people  are  very  nice,  friendly  and 
helpful,”  he  states,  “and  it  makes  me  feel  like 
Tm  sort  of  a  public  relations  man.” 

The  merchants  jokingly  call  him  the  “rain¬ 
maker”  because  storms  usually  come  after  he 
completes  his  duties.  Actually,  weather  is  no  big 
problem  for  Hanchar,  except  for  the  winter 
season  with  all  of  its  sleet,  slush  and  salt. 

“The  Halloween  season  in  my  favorite,”  Han¬ 
char  laughingly  explains,  “the  high  school  kids 
supply  all  the  soap  for  me.” 

Skip  has  sold  his  business  to  Dave  O’Grady, 
a  good  man  with  an  excellent  business  sense  to 
expand  the  business  even  more. 


When  asked  what  he  planned  to  do  after  grad¬ 
uation  he  said,  “providing  Uncle  Sam  gives  me 
a  break.  I’ll  go  into  my  father’s  business.  I  want 
to  be  in  contact  with  people,  and  I’d  like  to  help 
in  the  sales  contracting  end  of  the  business.” 

“Rensselaer  will  miss  him,”  says  Mrs.  Chapman, 
of  the  Chapman  Insurance  Agency,  “Skip  prob¬ 
ably  has  done  more  than  any  single  person  to¬ 
wards  the  improving  town-student  relationships.” 

And  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Loy,  of  Long’s  compli¬ 
ments  Skip’s  work  by  calling  him  “the  best 
window  washer  in  the  whole  world.  He  is  a  very 
dependable  worker  and  has  improved  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  store,  not  to  mention  the  busi¬ 
ness.”  Mrs.  Loy  continues,  “I  used  to  pride  my¬ 
self  as  a  good  window  washer  until  I  met  Skip. 
A  guy  like  him  is  hard  to  find.” 

So,  whether  he  goes  into  business  for  himself 
or  works  for  his  father,  there  is  little  doubt  that 
Skip  Hanchar’s  desire,  ingenuity  and  personality 
will  take  him  to  the  top. 


“A  Fellow  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  sees  be¬ 
yond  the  horizon  of  his  everyday  occupation  or 
profession.

A  Fellow  is  the 
special  guest  of  the  college  at  many  campus 
functions,  such  as  concerts  and  athletic  events. 
Each  year  all  of  the  Fellows  are  invited  back 
to  campus  for  the  annual  Fellow  convocation- 
dinner.  During  the  year,  each  Fellow  also  re¬ 
ceives  a  special  newsletter.  More  important  than 
all  of  this,  however,  is  that  the  “Fellows”  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  believe  in  their  school  and  the 
importance  of  the  dual  system  of  American 
higher  education.  Their  beliefs  prompt  them  to 
give  generously  of  their  time,  talent  and  funds.

Senior  Class  Gift  -  A  Tradition 

A  unique  tradition  was  in  its  formative  stages 
this  spring  when  the  Class  of  ’67  assembled  and 
instituted  the  third  consecutive  endowment  plan 
as  the  senior  class  gift  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
Thi-ough  the  efforts  of  the  Senior  Class  Gift 
Committee  to  contact  all  of  the  class  members, 
the  gift  presently  consists  of  policies  which  132 
out  of  180  seniors  have  taken  out  themselves. 
M  ith  the  payment  of  the  yearlv  premium  rate 
of  S15  and  dividend  accumulation,  the  proceeds 
to  be  presented  to  the  school  at  the  25-year 
maturity  date  may  well  exceed  $75,000. 

The  Continental  Assurance  Co.  has  developed 
this  plan  especially  for  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
and  there  is  not  another  plan  of  its  nature  in 
operation  today.  Continental  is  responsible  for 
the  collection  of  the  premiums  and  the  dispersion 
of  the  funds  to  the  committee  which  will  deter¬ 
mine  the  nature  of  its  use. 

Although  this  year’s  class  is  smaller  than  pre¬ 
vious  classes,  there  still  was  a  healthv  73*  par¬ 
ticipation  rate  where  last  year  67*  of  the  seniors 
took  part.  The  Class  of  65  had  an  impressive 
83*  initial  participation  rate.

The  May,  1967 
College  and  University  Business  comments  that 
this  opportunity  for  free  advertising  has  caused 
some  colleges  to  look  at  themselves  in  new  ways. 

Of  the  400  submitted  ads.  Time  has  been  able 
to  print  only  nineteen  so  far,  but  the  reactions  of 
these  19  colleges  sufficiently  indicates  the  ex¬ 
plosive  enthusiasm  of  colleges  and  universities 
across  the  nation  who  now  have  the  opportunity 
to  place  a  message  in  Time. 

Roosevelt  University  summed  up  the  response 
to  their  ad  as  “Sensational.”  Bethal  College  found 
big  business  very  cooperative  in  helping  them 
with  their  ad  and  is  quite  pleased  with  the  re¬ 
sponse  to  their  ad  and  their  new-found  relation¬ 
ship  with  industrv.

On  May  27  Saint  Joseph’s  baseball  team 
coached  by  Richard  Pawlow  finished  its  season 
by  taking  a  double  header  from  Ball  State  and 
compiling  15  victories  against  six  defeats  for  the 
year,  a  .715  percentage  which  is  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  The  Pumas  managed  a  tie 
for  second  place  with  Indiana  State  in  ICC  com¬ 
petition  with  a  7-3  record  in  the  league,  just 
one-half  game  behind  Valparaiso. 

Randy  Traugh  led  the  team  in  hitting  with  a 
season  average  of  .368,  followed  by  Ron  Stanski 
and  Mike  Krapec  who  hit  .302  and  .300  respec¬ 
tively.  The  team’s  batting  average  for  the  season 
was  .244.  Herb  Rueth,  voted  most  valuable  player 


Father  Kroechel  Retires; 
Cappuccilli  Receiues  Ph.D. 

Father  Clarence  J.  Kroeckel,  C.PP.S.,  professor 
of  biology  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  was  lauded 
upon  announcement  of  his  retirement  last  week 
as  “a  shining  example  of  selfless  dedication,  both 
as  a  priest  and  professor,  for  the  past  37  years.” 

Father  Kroeckel,  who  will  retire  at  the  close  of 
this  school  year  following  33  years  on  the  college 
faculty,  will  assume  the  title  of  professor  emeritus 
of  biology. 

Included  in  the  May  1  ceremonies  honoring 
Father  Kroeckel  were  a  mass  of  thanksgiving  in 
the  college  chapel  and  a  dinner  in  the  Halleck 
Center  dining  room.  The  mass  was  celebrated  by 
Father  Urban  J.  Siegrist,  C.PP.S.,  Father  Boniface 
R.  Dreiling,  C.PP.S.,  was  deacon  and  Father 
William  J.  Kramer,  C.PP.S.,  was  sub-deacon. 

Ralph  M.  Cappuccilli,  Chairman  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Speech  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
was  awarded  a  doctorate  in  speech  education 
June  4  at  Purdue  University. 

Cappuccilli  successfully  defended  his  disser¬ 
tation  on  “The  Speakings  of  Benito  Mussolini 
from  1922-19.36”  on  April  13. 

Father  of  five  children,  Cappuccilli  has  worked 
on  his  dissertation  for  two  years.  He  obtained  his 
undergraduate  degree  at  Saint  Joseph’s  and  went 
on  to  the  University  of  Michigan  for  his  master’s 
degree  in  theater.  For  the  past  ten  years,  he  has 
attended  Purdue  University  while  teaching  at 
Saint  Joseph’s.

“It  is  essential  to  participate  in  advanced  edu¬ 
cation,  ”  Cappuccilli  maintains,  “if  one  is  going 
to  make  teaching  a  life  work,”  A  Ph.D.  can  be 
called  a  “‘means”  to  lead  others  to  academic 
excellence.  As  Cappuccilli  notes,  “It  was  a  long, 
tedious  task,  but  the  rewards  are  quite  satisfy¬ 
ing.”

innings,  working  twice  as  much  as  any  other 
pitcher  on  the  staff.  Rueth  had  a  6-3  record  for 
the  season  while  his  pitching  partners  Larry 
Soltis,  Joe  Pendick,  Tom  O’Loughlin  and  John 
Quinn  respectively  had  3-3,  3-0,  and  1-0,  and 
2-0  records  for  the  season.  The  ERA  of  the  pitch¬ 
ing  staff  for  the  season  was  3.64.  A  team  usually 
is  as  good  as  its  pitching,  and  much  of  the 
Pumas’  success  must  be  attributed  to  the  fine 
effort  from  the  pitching  staff,  a  question  mark 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Saint  Joseph’s,  who  does  not  give  scholarships 
for  baseball,  is  in  the  hole  before  the  season 
even  starts  to  Indiana  State,  Ball  State  and 
Butler,  but  there  are  manv  factors  which  com¬ 
pose  a  good  season.  Coach  Pawlow,  commenting 
on  some  of  the  reasons  for  the  teams  success, 
said,  “The  real  key  to  our  success  was  in  the  kids 
themselves.  They  want  to  play.  They  made  sacri¬ 
fices  and  practiced  many  more  hours  than  the 
actual  work  outs.  This  is  what  makes  athletics 
and  good  ball  teams.”

The  Foundation  was  at  that  time  a  newly  created 
public  relations  and  fund-raising  program. 

He  held  this  position  until  June  of  1958,  when 
he  was  named  Director  of  Development.  During 
his  14  years  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  Father  Lefko  also 
served  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Alumni  As¬ 
sociation  and  Treasurer  of  the  College. 

The  success  of  his  labors  at  Saint  Joseph’s  can 
be  best  gauged  through  the  development  of  the 
College  during  that  time.  To  recognize  the  high 
points,  college  enrollment  since  1953  has  ex¬ 
panded  from  .500  to  13.50,  total  assests  have 
grown  from  $2,600,000  to  more  than  $10  million, 
and  overall  gifts  to  the  College  stand  near  $2 
million.
